months a year ago, and reports from factories indicate 
that November sales also are showing good gains over 
last year. This latter picture, however, may be somewhat 
colored, since cars were placed in production earlier this 
year than last year and in some cases the gains shown 
during the first 10 days of this month are based upon 
comparisons with a period last year when cars were not 
available for delivery. 


The used car situation at the present time is not favor- | 


able. Late model cars are difficult to trade on a basis 
satisfactory to the owner and still provide a reasonable 
margin of profit to the dealer. This unfavorable used car 
situation is reflected in lower banks of orders on hand 
from dealers at the factories. It is felt that some con- 
certed effort to stimulate used car movement is needed 
Basically, however, there has been nothing in the pic- 
ture to date to cause any changes in projections for a 
good year in 1938. Registrations of new passenger cars up 
to the end of October totaled 3,069,743 against 2,831,994 
in the same period last year, or a gain of a little better 


than 9 per cent. Registrations during September and Oc- | 


tober ran consistently ahead of the same months a year 
ago, despite the talk of business recession which was sup- 
posed to have started in August. November sales are 
showing further gains over the same period last year 

In individual companies, the situation is more favorable 
even than the registrations indicate. Graham, for instance, 
reports that its retail sales at the shows this year are the 
best in the history of the company. A heavy bank of 
orders has accumulated at the factory and production is 
being rapidly stepped up. Pontiac reports that its October 
sales are 12 per cent ahead of October last year and sales 
during the first 10 days of November are well above last 
year. Oldsmobile for the year is 12 per cent above 1936, 
with the totals being 171,074 this year against 152,010 last. 
Hudson reports the best October sales since 1925 and the 
week ended Nov. 12 showed an upward trend from the 
previous week. 


Similar reports come from almost all companies in the 
industry and in spite of the lower backlogs of orders at 
present, the public interest displayed at the shows has 
given rise to a real feeling of optimism regarding the 
future. Dealer sampling has been almost

Despite Ford’s delays in getting 
into normal operations, car and 
truck production in the United 
States and Canada nevertheless 
will rise slightly this week to 

89,050 units, compared with a revised total of 87,122 in the 
previous week, according to ADN estimates. While the 
current week’s figure is considerably under the 118,780 
units turned out in the corresponding stanza of 1936, prac- 
tically all of the difference is due to Ford’s current total 
|as compared with that a year ago. 

Ford’s under-normal operations is expected to be rec- 
| tified by next week, when the Rouge and other plants 
| figure to swing into high gear. Although the industry’s 
| work-week will be curtailed by the Thanksgiving holiday 
next week, the output should be well in the neighborhood 
| of the corresponding week of 1936, provided of course that 

Ford operations continue to speed up as reflected in the 
| current week’s output of 6,000 units compared with 3,000 
last week. 

As assembly operations became adjusted, Ford’s output 
was speeded to 1,250 units a day at the start of this week 
and is éxpected to be increased gradually throughout the 
remainder of this week. Coupled with Lincoln’s increased 
production of about 200 units this week, the Ford group 
total should be approximatcly or 
higher.

General Motors’ total should be 
43,050 units, according to ADN figures, which is only 
slightly under the previous session’s 44,418 and compares 
with 48,418 in the same week a year ago. Of the current 
output, Chevrolet figures to hold to its previous 28,000 
units; Buick continues at a fast clip of 6,050 jobs; Pontiac, 
|forced to close most of Tuesday because of 12-hour sit- 
down in a Fisher Body plant, will get around 4,000; Olds- 
mobile drops slightly to 4,000, while Cadillac-LaSalle ex- 
pects its usual 1,000 cars. 

Chrysler units have 22,100 jobs carded for the current 
week, as against 22,200 last week and 25,900 in the cor- 
responding week of 1936. Plymouth projects approximately 
10,000 jobs this week; Dodge about 7,000; Chrysler 2,700 
and De Soto around 2,400. 

Hudson-Terraplane, the independent group leader for 
the past several weeks, stays in the vanguard currently 
although at a lower rate, due to necessary adjustments 
following a 1% day shutdown last week caused by a labor 
dispute. The current week’s total is expected to be 2,750 
units, according to ADN estimates, and will undoubtedly 
be boosted later this week when operations get back into 
high gear again. Nash has 2,600 scheduled for this week, 
while Packard expects 2,500; Studebaker about 1,100 cars 
and trucks; Willys around 900; Graham, which is grad- 
ually speeding operations in face of heavy bank of orders, 
has bumped output to 150, and Hupmobile plans about 100 
units.

Following rejection of the General Mo- 
tors’ revised contract provisions by United 
Automobile Workers union locals at a 
meeting here Sunday, GM-UAW relations 
reverted back to the oviginal agreement 
signed last March, with prospects of further negotiations 
between the corporation and union officials hinging en- 
tirely on whether the UAW will renew its written pledge 
against wildcat strikes. William S. Knudsen, GM presi- 
dent, issued the demand for assurances against unauthor- 
ized strikes following the UAW locals’ rejection vote 
Sunday. Knudsen’s statement read in part:

Ford Reopens 

Kansas City.—Reopening of the 
Ford Motor Co. assembly plant 
here, closed Oct. 12 due to labor 
difficulties, got under way Mon- 
day with the office force and 
service parts department resum- 
ing work. H. C. Doss, superin- 
tendent of the plant, told ADN’s 
staff correspondent it will take 
from two to three weeks to com- 
plete retooling of the plant for 
1938 cars. The plant normally em- 
ploys around 3,000 men. 


Hudson’s Net 

Detroit. — For the first nine 
months this year, Hudson Motor 
Car Co. reports net profit of $258,- 
378 after all charges except surtax, 


equal to 16 cents a share, com- 
pared with profit of $2,013,743 in 
same period last year. September 
quarter net loss was $805,097, in- 
cluding a recurring loss of $95,239, 
as against net loss of $131,061 in 
the corresponding period last year. 


Voters Approve 
Detroit.—Highland Park voters 
in a special election approve ac- 
tion necessary to sell to the Chrys- 
ler Corp. land adjacent to the cor- 
poration’s Highland Park plant. 
The property, which will be used 
for expansion, will cost Chrysler 
$18,250, plus the cost of moving a 
fire engine house now on the land 
and the cost of the- election, $300. 


Spiral Continues 

New York. — Operations in the 
steel industry for the current 
week are off 4.6 points to 36.4 of 
capacity, against 41 per cent a 
week ago, 55.8 per cent a month 
ago and 74.1 a year ago, accord- 
ing to the Iron & Steel Institute. 


Loss Reported 


Lansing. — A consolidated net 
loss of $230,820 after depreciation, 
tool amortization, taxes, etce., is 
reported by Reo Motor Car Co. 
for the quarter ended Sept. 30. 
This compares with net loss of 
$222,188 in the September quarter 
of 1936 and net loss of $147,744 in 
the June quarter of 1987.

“The modifications to the agreement of Mar. 12 between 
the United Automobile Workers of America and the Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. were negotiated in good faith by the 
corporation over a period of almost five months, and 
were apparently finally acceptable to the officials of the 
union, except the prohibition of collection of dues on the 
premises of the corporation. 

“The statement is now made by the union that the re- 
jection of the modifications by the delegates places the 
relationship between the union and the corporation back 
to the June 11 basis, and while this might be accepted as 
technically true, the corporation must insist that the as- 
surances against wildcat strikes given by the union under 
date of Sept. 16 remain in force and be again acknowl- 
edged before any further negotiations can take place.” 

Meanwhile, the automotive labor front was ruffled Mon- 
day afternoon by a 12-hour sit-down in a Fisher Body 
plant in Pontiac, which threw 5,000 men out of work in 
the body plant and $,000 at Pontiac Motor. The plant was 
scheduled to re-open Wednesday, while union and com- 
pany officials negotiated a settlement of differences. Hud- 
son’s plant in Detroit re-opened Monday following a two- 
day shutdown last week over a labor dispute, and the 
UAW announced it was starting a more intensive drive to 
unionize Ford Motor Co. workers. 

- + * * 

With October new car sales expected to 
exceed last year by approximately 20,000, 
the automotive industry apparently has no 
basis for pessimism over the public’s re- 
ception of 1938 models, which were intro- 
duced during October. On the basis of 24 states so far 
reported, ADN estimates the month’s sales at between 
185,000 and 190,000 units, which would compare with 171,- 
319 registrations in the same month a year ago. 

When the remaining states are heard from, ADN be- 
lieves the month’s total may be even higher than the 
present estimate, or very close to 200,000. If this holds 
true, October of this year would exceed all but 1928 and 
1929 in October passenger car sales. 

The 24 states so far accounted for have reported a 
total of 81,648 units, compared with 69,692 for the same 
states a year ago * . ¢ 
With a total of 24 states heard from, 
ADN’s previous estimate of between 40,- 
000 and 45,000 truck sales during October 
still holds, although the final total is likely 
to be nearer the lower figure. Whatever 
the month’s total is, it is expected to approximate the 
41,220 sales recorded in October a year ago. 

A total of 16,268 units are reported by the 24 states so 
far reported, as against 16,829 in the same period last 
year.
